Only the criminal will 
of Negrin and Del Vayo 
(Premier Juan Negrin and 
Foreign Minister Julio Al-| 
varez Del Vayo), in the pay 
of Russia, can still prolong 
this useless spilling of blood.”

Honorable Peace Or 
Fight To Death 


MADRID, March 6. — A defence 
council dedicated to an “honorable 
peace or a fight to the death,” today 
replaced after a bloddless coup the 
regime of Premier Juan Negrin, 
who had held out for “resistance to 
the end” in the Spanish Civil war. 


General Segismundo Casado, 
military governor of Madrid, sets- 
ed power in a swift move. He 
broadcast that: “The die is cast. 
We shall all save ourselves or sink 


together. Our struggle will not 
end until independence is as- 
sured.” 


A manifesto indicated Negrin had 
been prevented from leaving Spain, 
but it was not known where he and 
his ministers were. General Casado 
early today telephoned General Jose 
Miaja, Republican» commander of 
air, land and sea forces in central 
Spain—the one-fourth of continent: | 
al Spain not yet conquered by Na- 
tionalist General Franco. 


Afterwards Casado said “we 
shall receive Miaja with embrac- 
ing arms” and added that Miaja 
had told him he was joining the 
national defence movement and 
was starting immediately from 
Madrid, for some place in the cen- 
tral zone.

Eight students are under observa- 
tion, as it is feared they may be de- 
veloping the disease or be carriers. 

Four of the present cases were 
reported over the week-end by 
officials of the university. 

Dr. W. A. R. Kerr, president of | 
the university, said the situation 
was being carefully watched, but! 
made no statement as to possibility | 
of quarantine of residences. 


Statistics would indicate that 
immunization treatments given to 
6,982 Public school pupils in Ed- 
monton two years ago have pre- | 
vented 332 cases of scarlet fever, 
it was stated by Dr. G. M. Little, 
city medical officer of health, who 
was preparing a survey of this 
treatment Monday. 

Of the children given treatments, 
just 29 have developed scarlet fever

BLAST SECRET 
OF NEW BOMB 


Mystery Of Death-Dealing 
Vehicle Of War Is 


Exposed 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Mili- 
tary circles heard today that 
United States army ordnance ex- 
perts had solved the secret of a 
German-made serial bomb which 
caused frightful destruction in 
Spanish civil war raids on Bar- 
celona, 

The Army and Navy Journal re- 
ported it had been learned the bomb 
contained no liquid oxygen—as first 
bélieved—but was chafged with 
ammonium nitfate mixed with pow- 
dered charcoal and powdered alum- 
inum, enelosed in a light magnesium 
shell. 

Senator Clark, Democrat, Mis- 
souri, said he had been informed 
by an inventor the explosive was 
so powerful it “would render 
every plane in the world obsolete.” 

Officials declined comment, «but 
one authority said there was defin- 
ite reason to believe army and com- 
mercial experts here were “fully 
abreast” of foreign developments. 

The Army and Navy Journal, 
semi-official military service per- 
jodical, said subsequent investica- 
tion had established the actual com- 
position of the bomb and led to 
official conclusions that it was over- 
rated as a weapon.

| Where Happiness Exists: 
Monsters Also Uncovered 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Writer 
SCHENECTADY, N.Y. March 6. 

—Discovery on the slopes border- 

ing Conan Doyle's lost world of a 

lost village where perfect happi- 
hess exists was announced today 
at Union College. 

The village lies in a huge gorge, 
nearly half a mile above séa level 
but still more than a mile below the 
flat summit of Mt. Roraima, British 
Guiana and Venezuela, which was 
Doyle's famed site of throw-backs 
from the earth's earlier days. If 
was located a few weeks ago by Dr. 
Paul A, Zahl. reséarch associate of 
the Haskins Laburatoty m1 Untun 
College, who returned last week. 

His expedition also found the 
first authentic lost world “man- 
sters.” They are only ants, but 
they are two. inches long, the 
largest on earth, In the lost world 
they are called “four-sting,” from 
the belief that four stings at one 
time bring death. 

Finally, Dr. Zahl reported discov- 
|ery near Roraima’s mists of two 
waterfalls, each estimated at about! 
10 times the drop of Niagara. 

It was the first, and highest of 
these waterfalls, that led to the lost 
village. He named the place the 
George VI falls, While exploring the 
gorge he came upon an Indian vil- 
lage, about three miles below the 
falls. His guides, and the inhabitants 
told him these people had never 
before been visited by white men. 

The Indians were aboriginal.

as so idyllic that he remained a 

week.

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Settlers From Sudetenland 


Supplied by the Czecho-Slovak Gov- 
ernment with money to establish them- 
selves and assure they will not become 
public charges, several hundred refugee 
families from the Sudeten area are to be 
admitted into Canada, and are expected 
to locate on land in northern Saskatche- 
wan and in the Peace River district of 
Alberta or British Columbia. 

The total number of persons, It is said, 
will not exceed three thousand, indicating 
six to eight hundred families. The plac- 
ing of this limited number of new settlers 
on raw land could have no serious effect 
in enlarging the volume: of wheat and 
other agricultural products which are al- 
ready produced in surplus quantity in 
Canada, and will hardly be objected to in 
any quarter on the economic ground com- 
monly taken as forbidding the admission 
of new “waves” of prospective farmers. 

The migrants are to be selected by 
Canadian officials, with particular atten- 
tion to farming experience. The refugees 
are mainly of German stock, from which 
have been drawn thousands of the most 
successful farmers in both eastern and 
western Canada. They left the Sudeten 
area, sacrificing their homes there, rather 
than submit to Nazi rule. Nothing could 
commend them more highly to Canadian 
hospitality, or better guarantee that totali- 
tarian propaganda will be anathema to 
them. 


Thirteen Hundred Homes Improved 


Up to the end of January, 1,310 Ed- 
monton citizens had borrowed money un- 
der the Dominion home improvement 
plan, and spent it to repair, remodel, re- 
condition or enlarge their dwelling places. 
One way to measure the importance of 
this plan to a community is to ask what 
would have been the conditions if these 
cheap loans had not been made available. 
Comparatively few of the improvements 
made in Edmonton would or could have 
been undertaken, for loans were difficult 
to get until the Dominion credit was pro- 
vided to meet the public need in this re- 
Spect. 

And without the remodelling and en- 
largement of homes thus made possible, 
where and how would the steadily in- 
creasing population of the city have been 
accommodated? Over-crowded as condi- 
tions now are, they would have been far 
worse and far more dangerous if the op- 
portunity and the inducement to provide 
new living quarters had not been thus 
given. Either the population of the city 
must have stopped growing or living con- 
ditions now would be hazardous in the ex- 
treme, alike to morals and safety—to 
say nothing of comfort and convenience. 

Improvement loans are of course still 
obtainable, and new ones are being taken 
out steadily, though the winter season 1s 
the slack time in building. An incidental, 
but very important, consideration is the 
Stability thus given to business concerns 
which supply materials and the wage- 
work provided for those engaged in the 
building trades in all branches. 


Edmonton Prefers Fiction 


The Dominion Burgau of Statistics 
finds that Edmontonians go in strong for 
fiction in their choice of reading matter. 
The adult residents of this city, it says, 
borrow 69 novels from their public library 
to 14 non-fiction books of al! classes. In 
Regina the ratio is 61 to 19, in London 
64 to 13, in Saskatoon 56 to 18. 

By way of contrasi, when a Calgarian 
trudges home from the library the chances 
are 21 to 38 that the volume under his 
arm is a treatise on religion, science or 
philosophy. This perhaps accounts for— 
well, several things. Among others, why 
Calgary has won nation-wide renown as 
the mother of politival economies. That 
city, it will be recalled, in recent years 
gave Canada a premier who was going to 
set everybody at work, and the province 
a premier who was going to give every- 
body dividends. 

As for Edmonton, there seems no way 
to dodge the implied indictment; we may 
as well admit the charge at once that we 
do prefer thrillers. But then we have ad- 
ventitious aids to enlightenment with 

which some of the other cities are not 
blessed, and so do not have to rely on 
books entirely for guidance in serious 
matters, There is the university for one, 
with a staff always willing to supply in- 
formation on any subject, and a student

for another there is the provincial legisla- 
ture, whose members are often with us 
and positively bubble over with instruc- 
tional zeal. 


Exports Up; Imports Down 

People in the United States bought 75 
per cent more goods in Canada during 
January than they did in January a year 
ago. That promises well for Canadian 
farmers and manufacturers when the new 
trade agreement has been in force long 
enough for business to get organized on 
the new basis. It affords strong evidence 
that there is a market in the United 
States which Canadian producers will be 
able to supply under the reduced tariff 
but which they have not hitherto been 
able to reach. 

The January showing is the more wel- 
come because exports to Britain during 
the month dropped 23 per cent. If the 
claim is made that Canada merely changed 
a market in Britain for a market in the 
United States, the figures show the Do- 
minion is $8,000,000 ahead by doing so on 
the month’s returns, 

Further good news for the Canadian 
farmer is that President Roosevelt has 
allocated to Canada 86.2 per cent of the 
world quota for imports of cattle into the 
United States. This means that of five 
cattle to be admitted into that country, 
Canada will be entitled to ship four. The 
quota for Canada is 51,720 head per quar- 
ter, while only 8,280 head are permitted 
from all other countries. During January 
25,745 head were shipped from Canada, 
about completing the quota for the first 
quarter of the calendar year. 

January imports from the United 
States showed a drop of 11 per cent, to- 
talling $28,000,000, about $8,000,000 less 
than Canadian exports to that country. 
Imports from Britain were down 19 per 
cent. The Canadian manufacturer and 
industrial worker cannot claim that they 
are losing what the farmers and other 
producers gain. 


Editorial Notes 


Under the Manitoba farm settlement 
scheme 1062 families have been taken off 
relief or the border-line, and placed on 
land; of whom 424 are now self-support- 
ing. The figures are decidedly encourag- 
ing as to the possibilities of land-settle- 
ment as one way to deal with unemploy- 
ment, the more encouraging because con- 
ditions for success on the farm have not 
been normally favorable for many years. 


The Government of Saskatchewan is 
winding up the year with a deficit of only 
$195,858. That, in these unbalanced 
times, would be a creditable showing any- 
where. For a province whose revenue has 
been cut down for many years by drought, 
in addition to the adverse conditions 
from which all other provinces have suf- 
fered, the record is remarkable. It helps 


to explain why the voters of Saskatch-°

The Sequel 

Much is being made currently of the 81- 
year-old man who has just returned to his home 
in the United States Midwest, tired, happy and 
broke. 

Seven years ago, after a lifetime of work, he 
retired. But a short time ago he decided to have 
one more fling. He took from the bank $4,000 
he had saved. 

He went on a fine trip to Europe—seeing 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, Holland, Belgium 
and France, 

“Boy!” he was quoted in the newspapers when 
he returned. “I've peen everywhere and seen 
everything!” 

He had taken his hard-won savings and 
he had had a splendid time, and he didn’t regret 
it in the least even if he returned penniless. 

Most people who read the story smiled 
sympathetically. The old fellow deserved his 
good time, and he has some fine memories 
instead of declining years of boredom. Most 
people in similar positions probably wish they 
could summon the nerve to do the same thing. 

But there's a likely sequel to this little 
story that doesn't appear in the news stories to 
date. 

The sequel will read something like this: 
“Goes on relief and lives out his days at the 
expense of those who didn’t go to Europe.”—

Pius XII. and International Affairs 

London: British newspapers, commenting on 
the election of Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli to the 
Papacy, today speculated on its effect on the 
political affairs of the world. 

“There can be little doubt,” said the diplo- 
matic correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
(Liberal), “that the election will cause the 
gravest misgivings in Berlin, where it was 
ardently desired the new Pope should be as 
innocent of politics as possible. The offensive 
against the Roman Catholic Church, which has 
so long beein in preparation in Germany, will 
hardly be made easier by the result of the 
election.” 

“The exceptional anxieties of the times,” said 
the .Yorkshire Post (Conservative), “are re- 
flected in the exceptional circumstances of the 
election. It has been highly unusual that the 
papal secretary of state should succeed to the 
papcy.” 

The Times (Independent) said the election of 
Cardinal Pacelli may have “owed something to 
the known wishes of the late Pope. In any case,” 
it continued, “elected he has been, and his choice 
of the name under which he will rule his church 
and deliver his messages to her members sug- 
gests that he will follow in the footsteps of his 
intrepid predecessor. Pius XII while still a 
cardinal has condemned philosophies ‘obsessed 
with the superstitution of blood or pride of race,’ 
and the recollection of this pronouncement is 
strong in Germany, where the Nazi party 
obviously regards his election with surprise, per- 
haps with concern.” 

“His election must be taken to mean that 
Pius XI’s policy will be continued—a policy 
which upheld the rights and dignity of the 
individual jin the face of totalitarian claims from 
the state,” said the News Chronicle (Liberal), 
“Such, at least, will be the feeling in totalitarian 
circles. We trust to see In Pius XII as rigorous 
a champion of the individual as was Pius XI.” 

“They have chosen a man,” said the Daily 
Herald (Labor), “whose tried experience has 
shown him to be possessed of qualities which, 
they feel, the church needs most in its head at 
the moment. The election yesterday has un- 
doubtedly given both the German and Italian 
governments a severe shock.” 


Canada’s Oil 

Until a very few years ago oil production 
in Canda was a more or Jess negligible factor in 
the Dominion’s economy. In 1938, however, the 
output had soared to 6,870,000 barrels, or an 
increase of 133 per cent over the 2,944,000 total 
for the preceding year. Value of the 1938 out- 
put, incidentally, was $11,514,000, or more than 
double the 1937 figure of $5,398,353. And recent 
discoveries indicate that the rate of gain may 
be, if anything, quickened this year. 

The importance of this sensationally-rapid 
development in Canada of a new major oil field 
is political as well as economic. British Empire 
oi] fields produce only a little more than 2 per 
cent of the world’s total. Britain herself has to 
import, or buy from sources outside the Empire, 
95 per cent of her oi] needs. In the event of war, 
Business Week (New York) reminds us, it 
obviously would be of tremendous advantage to 
Britain to have within the Empire an important 
oil supply—a supply that could be shipped with 
almost equal facility by way of the Atlantic or 
the Pacific, would be practically immune to air 
attack, and would lessen dependence on the 
Mediterranean route. 

To date, most of this country’s crude oil 
production has been limited to a relatively 
gemall area in Alberta. But other producing 
areas already are being developed in various 
parts of the province, and across the boundary 
line in Saskatchewan. Any of these may prove 
to be a “second Turner Valley.” Prime Min- 
ister Pattullo also is hopeful that British Colum- 
bia will “strike oil” in a big way in the not 
distant future. 

So far, Alberta oil has been marketed only 
in the sparsely settled western provinces. A 
pipe line carries oi] from Turner Valley to 
nearby Calgary, where some is refined and the 
balance transported to refineries in other 
western cities. As the valley output increased, 
the railroads slashed rates for transporting oil 
in the prairie region. The “Social Credit” gov- 
ernment of Alberta takes a 10 per cent royalty 
on all oj) produced. 

At present, Turner Valley wells supply more 
than 80 per cent of the oil requirements in the 
prairie provinces, and are capable of supplying 
more than a third of Canada’s domestic require- 
ments. Recent discoveries have substantially 
raised potential production in the field above the 
30,000 barre} deily output during the peak period 
last fall And the end, by no means, is yet. 
Victoria Times.

NOW IN FASHION as The Islands. Nothing 

in life on an island tends 
to make a voter conservative. 

“The Islands” constituency comprises the 
lower Gulf islands, largely peopled with retired 
English business men and ex-army and navy 
officers, who seek a pleasant life amid beauty 
and opportunities for sport. Most of them are 
Tories by inheritance as well as by disposition. 
Any man who has attained retiring age and is 
living on savings or a pension can't help but be 
conservative. He has adjusted himself to things- 
as-they-are and fears change lest it upset his 
safe security. 

Not that the Pattullo government is actuated 
by any political motives in putting this Tory 
riding to a painless death—no more than the 
present Alberta government in proposing to 
reduce the representation from the cities. 


On the face of it, the cities with their more 
or less homogenous populations are over repre- 
sented in all our Canadian legislatures. So too 
are the rural ridings where agricultural produc- 
tion is all of the one kind. The only excuse is 
that many of the ridings are large in area and 
tax the time of a conscientious 
member who tries to keep in 
touch with his constituents. 
The whole legislature of 
Alberta represents fewer people than does the 
city council of the larger second-class cities in 
England and United States like Glasgow, Liver- 
pool, Birmingham, Pittsburg, San Francisco, 
Manchester and Boston. Los Angeles has twice 
the population and Philadelphia thrice the 
population of our province that is leading the 
van of the world’s economic progress. 


NO LACK OF 
LEGISLATORS 


Better than paring down one or two or half 
a dozen seats, would be to get a wider repre- 
sentation of interests. The clerical and pedagog- 
ical professions have far greater representation 
in the Alberta house than the farming industry, 
the coal industry, the livestock industry and the 

lumber industry. Remark- 
BUT ARE THEY ably, it is short on lawyers. 
REPRESENTATIVE? Usually lawyers dominate 

legislatures. The new State 
Legislature at New York has 96 of them and not 
a single doctor. 

I'd nursed a shrewd idea that the Medical 
Associations always saw to it that they were 
represented in every legislature. This is the 
first time in my recollection that the cry “Is there 
a doctor in the house?” wouldn't have met with 
ready response. Doctors have the reputation of 
being good candidates. Where a lawyer or a 
newspaperman in pursuit of his craft must offend 
sections of the electorate by taking sides or 
expressing unpopular opinions—and hate is 
always stronger than love when a voter puts his 
“x” on a ballot—the doctor is known only as a 
friend, a healer and a comforter. He never lacks 
boosters. Are they all making so much money 
in New York that doctors decline to run for the 
legislature? . 

This New York State summary is revealing: 
There are two merchants, 19 farmers, a theatre 
manager, a college professor, a pharmacist, four 
undertakers, one clergyman, a cold storage man, 
an accountant and a dealer in tenners’ supplies.

Your Health 


For a long time it was considered 
that children seldom had _ sinus 
trouble, but with our improved 
methods of diagnosis we are dis- 
covering that sinus disease does 
oecur in children with greater fre- 
quency than was suspected. 

One of the possible symptoms of 
sinus trouble in the child is the, 
recurrent cold, that is, the child has | 
one cold after another throughout 
the winter season. He is especially | 
likely to have frequent colds in| 
January, February and March. 

Some of the other symptoms 
found with sinug infection in chil- 
dren are: A cough which returns 
suggesting a recurrent bronchitis, 
failure to gain in weight and head- 
ache. Headache is usually not a 
prominent symptom until! after the 
child passes the age of seven. In| 
children who have had enlarged 
adenoids removed, a later sinus in- 
fection will often bring about a re-) 
turn of the adenoid symptoms, such 
as moth-breathing, snorting or snuf- 
fling breathing sounds at night, and} 
so on. In a few cases, chronic sinus 
infection will also produce syste- 
matic disorders, such as kidney 
trouble (especially acute nephritis 
and pyelitis), St. Vitus Dance, and 
inflammation of the heart. It may 
cause the child to develop a fever 
occasionally which seemingly comes 
from an unknown cause, 

Climate apparently has some ef-| 
fect in causing sinus disorders in! 
children, as youngsters living in a 
warm, dry climate who play out in| 
the sunshine a great deal rarely de. 
velop sinus infection. Those living 
in colder climates who do not get 
much sunlight and who tend to live 
a cooped-up, indoor existence have 
a much higher percentage of sinus 
infection, 

Some authorities report that chil- 
dren who live in homes having 
steamheat are more prone to sinus 
disorders than those who live more 
in the open. Furthermore, sinus 
cases occur with greater frequency 
among the well to do than among) 
the poor, in spite of the fact that 
the wealthier children seem to have 
more money spent upon their care. 

There ere several measures which 
may be used to prevent sinus) 
trouble in children. One of them is

I 
find that when the child has any 
tendency to catarrhal inflammation, 
as evidenced by colds, enlarged 
tonsils, earaches, swelling of the) 
glands at the sides of the neck, etc.,| 
it is especially important to give) 
only a minimum of starch and sugar. |

As many cases of sinus infection 
are after-effects of colds, it is a| 
good plan to see that the child with| 
an acute cold receives proper care| 
in the way of rest, intestinal clean- | 
liness, and plenty of fruit juice, I 
find that the preferable way to ad- 
minister the fruit juice during the 
cold is to give it in the form of a

Against Individual Bet- 
terment Spirit 


if individuals are to benefit

lams, then I'm afraid all genuine 
progress would come to an end and 
we would become a vast group of 
mere mechanical beings blindly fol- 
lowing the opinions and the de- 
cisions of a few 

“God never intended his creatures 
to so lose their individuality and to 
hide under a bushel the specific!

THE PROBLEM 


“Our problem is to learn how to) 
contribute the greatest amount we 
can to the group of our fellows 
with whom we enter into associa- 
tion while at the same time retain- 
ing our individual capacity to 
think for and decide for ourselves. 

“There was perhaps no period in 


story in which the developing 
ind retaining the proper balance 
between individualism and group 


rela hips was more important 
than it is today Most of us are 
prone to go from one extreme to 
the other. We are either individ- 
ualistic to the exclusion of all true 
group associations or else we seek 
to make the individual entirely 
subservient to the state or groups. 

“Too frequently we fail to get 
we proper adjustment in which 
the individual contributes to the 
ere up the assets of his mental and 
physi attainments while the 
group in turn enhances the wel- 
fare of the individual by placing 


at his disposal the increment of as- | 


sociation accruing to the body col- 
lectively. 

“One of the great advantages of 
a democratic state is the encour- 
agement which it provides to indi- 
vidual development and initiative 
in that in a true democracy the in- 
dividual is supreme and the state 
exists for the purpose of contrib- 


uting to the individual's welfare 
the advantages uld not secure 
wi t the association of his fel- 
lows,

well as an individual entity.
